Bad Roads Cost More Than Good Ones 


Sometimes we hear considerable complaint because of the 


cost of good roads, but who would want to have poor ones and 
pay less for them? However, according to the way the ex- 
perts figure the thing out, bad roads cost much more than good 
ones—yet there are some sections who will not build 


California’s good roads are known the nation over and 


good 
roads. 
are the means of bringing many people to this state. 
According ‘to the researeh workers at the lowa State col- 
lege, it costs 2.37¢ a mile more to drive a car over a poor type 
of road, as compared with a first class pavement, while it costs 
1.13e a mile more to drive over roads of an intermediate type. 
The complaining taxpayer and motorist should figure a litile 
on these findings. If he and his family drive his car 10,000 
miles a year, it will cost him $237 more than if he had a first 
class pavement, or $113 more than if he had a medium good 
road. The cost of putting a first class pavement on all the 
country roads would be prohibitive, but these figures do sug- 
gest that many of our economies on road construction do not 
represent any real savings. If we spent $25, $50 or $100 more 
a year for car repairs as the result of constant running over 
rough roads, we could better afford to pay a considerable ad- 
ditional tax for road improvements. And the repair charge is 
not the principal one. The rapid depreciation of automobiles 
on bad roads is likely to be even more of an item. It makes 
a big difference whether a car lasts two yea’ five or eight or 
ten.

Explanation of California Automobile Oper- 


ators and Owners Financial Responsibil- 
ity Laws — Effective August 13, 1929.

THESE NEW ACTS ADD TO THE MOTOR VEHICLE LAWS A FINAN- 
CIAL RESPONSIBILITY PROVISION 


THE OPERATOR’S OR CHAUFFEUR’S LICENSE AND ALL OF THE 
CERTIFICATES, OF ANY PERSON, SHALL BE FORTHWITH 
SUSPENDED BY THE CHIEF OF THE DIVISION OF 
MOTOR VEHICLES IN THE FOLLOWING 





EVENT : 

On his failure to satisfy every judgment within fifteen days from the time 
it shall have become final, rendered against him by a court of competent jur- 
isdiction in ‘this or any other state, or in a district count of the United States, 
for damages on account of personal injury, or damages to property in ex- 
cess of $100.00, resulting from the ownership or operation of a motor vehicle, 


by him, his agent, or any other person with the express or implied consent of 
the owner. The licenses and certificates shall remain so suspended and shall 
not be renewed nor shall any other motor vehicle be thereafter registered m 
his name while any such judgment remains unsatisfied and subsisting, and 


until the said person gives proof of his ability to respond in damages as de- 
fined in Section 364% of this Act, for future accidents. If after such proof 
has been given any other such judgment shall be recovered against such per- 
son, for any accident occurring before such proof was furnished, such license 
and certificates shall again be and remain suspended while any such judg- 


ment remains unsatisfied and subsisting. 


Provided, however, that for the purposes of this section only a judgment 
shall be considered satisfied if payment shall be made of $5,000—#10,000 for 
personal injuries and $1,000 for property damage. 

Non-Residents—If any such motor vehicle owner or operator shall not be 
a resident of this state, the privilege of operating any motor vehicle in this 
state and the privilege of operation within the state of any motor vehicle 
owned by him shall be withdrawn, while any final judgment procured against 
him for damages, including personal injury or death caused by the opera 
tion of any motor vehicle, in this state or elsewhere, shall be unsatisfied and 
subsisting, and until he shall have given proof of his ability to respond in 
damages for future accidents as prescribed in Section 3614 of this Act. 

Proof of Ability to Respond in Damages, may be evidenced by a written 
certificate of an msuranee company or a surety bond (hability limits of 
$5,000—$10,000 for personal injury and $1,000 for property damage) or a 
deposit of cash in the amount of $11,000. 

Penalties—.\11. person who shall drive a motor vehicle while his license 
remains suspended because cf failure to pay a final judgment rendered againss 
him in an action arising out of a motor vehicle accident within fifteen days 
after its rendition shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punished by a fine 


not exceeding $1,000.00 or imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by both.
